DACCA, DELHI ISSUE COMMUNIQUE ON DACCA TALKS 
Calcutta THE STATESMAN in English 24 May 82 p l 


[Text] DACCA, May 23--Rangladesh and India today agreed to resolve all issues 
as soon as possible through peaceful and amicable negotiations and to set up a 
joint commission to promote economic and technical cooperation between the two 
countries, report UNI and PTI. 


In a joint release read out at the Press conference, addressed by the External 
Affairs Minister, Mr Narasimha Rao, and the Bangladesh Information Adviser, Mr 
A. R. S. Doha, at the conclusion of the talks this morning the two countries 
agreed to “intensify efforts to find out a mutually acceptable solution to the 
problem of sharing the Ganga waters at Farakka". 


The Press release read out by the External Affairs Secretary, Mr Eric Gonsalves, 
in the presence of Mr Rao and Mr Doha, said such efforts should continue until 

a solution was found. For this both sides agreed to meet more often and ap- 
proach the matter in a "spirit of goodwill, cordiality and good neighbourliness". 


The two sides also agreed to implement the land boundary pact of 1974 and fi- 
nalize the terms and conditions of the lease on the Tin Bigha corridor. The 
question of South Talpatty Island and the delineation of the maritime boundary 
would be discussed as soon as possible, the release added. 


Both sides agreed that their relationship should be given further impetus 
through frequent consultations and exchange of visits at all levels. 


They also agreed to take steps in consultation with other countries in South 
Asia to maintain the momentation of the proposal for reyional cooperation among 
the countries of the region. 


The formal talks lasted about an hour in the morning. The Bangladesh side was 
led by Mr Doha and the Indian side by Mr Rao. 


Later, Mr Narasimha Rao told reporters that he had a "very cordial, construc- 
tive and useful" meeting with the Chief Martial Law Administrator, Lieutenant 
General Ershad, last night. 


Mr Rao said "both of us agreed to strengthen our bilateral relations and hoped 
to be in touch with each other". He confirmed that he had conveyed to General 
Ershad "a message of goodwill and continued ccoperation from Mrs Gandhi". 











General Ershad said today that Mrs Gandhi “is always welcome here in 
KRangladesh". 


Asked about the possibility of a visit to India, General Ershad told a group 
of visiting Indian journalists that it might be feasible "if and when I find 
time and if I am welcome there”. 


Regarding his talks with Mr Narasimha Rao last night, General Ershad said: 

"I am very, very happy to see him and we discussed almost all points. I have 
hopes that all our problems can be solved mutually. The atmosphere was very 
friendly and cordial during our talks". 


Asked to coment on his Government's decision to restrict import and lay 
stress on self-reliance, he said all this was being done to have a self reli- 
ant economy. "This will help our industry and the economy to grow”. 


The country, he added, could not depend endlessly on borrowings “If you are 

to live with honour and dignity you cannot depend for all time to come on 
foreign aid", he said. 

When a journalist pointed out to him that Bangladesh and India did not exchange 
their newspapers, General Ershad said: "I will look into this". There should 
not be any hindrance to the normal flow of papers between the two countries. 


Mr Narasimha Rao returned to New Delhi tonight after a two-day visit to Dacca.

SPEECHES AT DINNER FOR PRC DELEGATION REPORTED 
Nev, Delhi PATRIOT in English 17 May 82 pp l, 7 


[Text] India and China on Sunday expressed their earnestness to resolve the 
outstanding boundary question, which both sides agreed was the central issue 
for normalising relations between the two countries. 


Speaking at dinner hosted in honour of China's special envoy Fu Hao and members 
of his team, which arrived on Saturday night for talks opening on Monday, Sec- 
retary in the External Affairs Ministry Fric Gonsalves reiterated India's de- 
Sire to work with China with sincerity, goodwill and determination for solving 
all bilateral problems, notably the border issue. 


Mr Fu Hao told his host that his Government had sent him to have "full and 
frank exchange of views with our Indian friends in the hope of achieving posi- 
tive results." 


Mr Gonsalves and Mr Fu Hao, leaders of delegations of their respective coun- 
tries, earlier had a 30-minute preliminary excnange of views when the Chinese 
team leader paid a courtesy call on his counterpart. 


Mr Gonsalves said by addressing themselves seriously to the boundary problems, 
which could not be resolved in earlier talks, “we will be more successful." 


‘Things of Past’ 


Mr Fu Hao recalled the first round of talks at the officials’ level at Beijing 
in December last, and said that a good beginning had been made there. 


The Chinese delegation leader, who is an adviser to the Foreian Ministry, said, 
“Of course, we do not deny that Sino-Indian relations suffered short and tem- 
porary setbacks. But, after all, these were events of the past. Since 1976 
our relations have been developing step by step.” 


Mr Fu Hao said that he and his colleagues were here for the “lofty cause” of 
promoting Sino-Indian friendship, adding that the Chinese Government attached 
high importance to the development of Sino-Indian relations. 




















“It seems,” he said, ‘that we have a sort of predestined relationship which, 
to use a Chinese saying, has brought us together from thousands of miles 
afar. This is fate.’ 


Ne recalled the five principles of peaceful co-existence initiated by Jawa- 
harlal Nehru and Zhou Enlai, and said that these had become the basic norms, 
guiding relations between countries with different social systems. 


He added, ‘Sino-Indian friendship is not only in the interest of our two peo- 
ples, but also vital to the world peace and stability.' 


Mr Gonsalves said that the relations between the two countries would improve, 
despite the ups and downs the Sino-Indian relations had gone through, as it 
was the desire of Governments and people of both the countries. 


Mr Gonsalves felt the need for giving greater expression and substance to the 
historic and traditional ties that linked the two countries. He said that the 
legacy of historic bonds formed through individual scholars and links forged 
by Buddhism was not a wide and deep as one wished for. 


However, these give us ample evidence of how the two countries could mutually 
inspire each other and the respect that the people of the two countries had 
for each other, he said. 


Mr Gonsalves was confident that this would give a sound basis for developing 
relations and make the two countries more determined in improving their 
relations. 


Mr Gonsalves said that relations had “indeed been developing positively in the 
past few years", and that there is now greater knowledge and understanding of 
“your country". 


Mr Gonsalves said that being neighbours Sino-Indian relations should be ac- 
corded “high priority", by both countries and also because of the "challenges’ 
faced in the region and the world. 


The eleven-member « ‘ficial-level Chinese tewm arrived in lelhi on Saturday. 


Mr Fu tao, former Vice Foreign Minister, who has come here as special envoy of 
the Chinese Government, was received at Delhi airport by Mr Fric Gonsalves, 
Secretary in the External Affairs Ministry, who will head the Indian 
delegation. 


Also present at the airport were officials o. External Affairs Ministry and 
Chinese Ambassador Shen Jian. 


The five-day talks will begin at Hyderabad House on Monday. 


The Chinese team will confer with Chinese embassy officials on Sunday. 








Other members of the Chinese delegation include Mr Chen Zhaoyuan, former 
Chinese ambassador to India and now Director af Second Asia Department in the 
Foreign Ministry, Mrs Zhang Yihua, deputy Director of the Asia Foreign Depart~- 
ment, the Commission for Cultural Relations with Foreign Countries, Mr Wang 
ghixi, deputy chief of Bureau in the Ministry of Foreign Economic Relations 
and Trade, Mr Tu Guowei, Adviser, Mr Zheng Jianying chief of Division, and 

Mr Gao Zhengi, deputy chief of division in the Second Asia Department. 


The other members of the delegation are Mr Wang Qi, secretary to the head of 
the delegation, Mr Zhang Binhua, and Mr Hu Dingxian, both staff members in 
the Second Asia Department, and Mr Zhang Zhiming who will act as interpreter. 
Mr Shen Jian will also participate in the talks. 

Mr Gonsalves will be assisted by Indian ambassador to China K S Bajpai, Mr 
Ranjit Sethi, Joint Secretary in the External Affairs Ministry looking after 
the China division. Mr G N Rao, Indian ambassador to Mangolia and other offi- 


cials of various economic ministries. 


Mr Fu Hao will also call on External Affairs Minister P V Narasimha Rao.

COMPOSITION OF NEW HARYANA CABINET REPORTED 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 28 May 82 p l 


[Text] CHANDIGARH, May 27--Eight Haryana legislators, who defeated Congress 
(1) nominees in the May 19 poll, found berths in the 18-man Congress (I) min- 
istry sworn in here today. 


Seven of the ministers sworn in today had contested as independents, while one 
defected from the Lok Dal legislature party which had staked its claim to a 
majority on Saturday. (The 90-seat house has a total of ten independents). 


Another new-elected member, Col. Ram Singh, speaker of the dissolved assembly 
who was returned on the Congress (J) tichet and who participated in the Lok 
Dal-BJP legislators' parade in Raj Bhavan on Monday, also participated in to- 
day's oath-taking ceremony. 


Within barely 90 hours of his induction av chief minister, Mr. Bhajan Lal has 
checkmated the combined Lok Dal-BJP move under the leadership of Mr. Devi Lal 
to regain power in Haryana. As of today, he enjoys the support of 47 members 
in a house which has an effetcive strength of 89. 


Former Ministers 


Among the ministers sworn in today were Mr. Lachhman Singh and Mr, Lal Singh. 
Roth were former ministers of Mr. Bhajan Lal's ministry and had been denied the 
party ticket. 


All the independents, who have been admitted to the Congress (I) legislature 
party, had participated in Monday's Lok Dal-BJP-sponsored protest demonstra- 
tion against the governor for administering theo ath of office and secrecy to 
Mr. Bhajan Lal. 


The story of how Mr. Bhajan Lal secured the defetcion of one Lok Dal MLA and 
"reconversion" of seven independents having a former Congress (I) background 
within 83 hours would have remained a secret )}ut for a few disclosures made 
to this correspondent by some of them. 


It may be recalled that the Lok Dal and BJP legislators had left Chandigarh in 
a luxury coach along with two Congress (J) legislators, Mr. Col. Ram Singh and 
Mr. Vijayvir Singh, on Monday evening to meet President Snijiva Reddy in Delhi 
to protest against the governor's decision. 
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Letter to P.M. 


In Delhi, Col. Ram Singh called on the Lok Sabha speaker, Mr. Balram Jakhar, 
and subsequently addressed a letter to Mrs. Indira Gandhi. He later called 
on the Prime Minister. He declined to disclose what transpired at the meet- 
ing but added that he had received a reassuring reply. 


In the meantime, he found his room in Haryana Bhavan cordoned by Haryana po- 
licemen who insisted on "recovering" Mr. Lal Singh, independent MLA. The 
latter had sought sanctuary in his room. By chance, at the very time he re- 
ceived a trunk-call from Chandigarh and the caller was none else than Mr. 
Bhajan Lal. 


Col. Ram Singh said: "I told him, ‘Yes, you can comet o meet the provided you 
get the policemen removed from my room just now'." Mr. Bhajan Lal accepted the 
offer. The police were withdrawn and within an hour, Mr. Bhajan Lal :aade an 
airdash from Chandigarh to Delhi to meet him. 


Col. Ram Singh, who was heard arguing with the governor on Monday along with 
Mr. Devi Lal, disclosed that by the time he reached Delhi he came to the con- 
clusion that Mr. Devi Lal was not the leader who could deliver the goods. He 
said the Lok Dal legislators' strategy of keeping their supporters under "lock 
and key" had filled him "with disgust". He did not approve of the way they 
were held under guard by armed Nihangs at Parwanoo. Such methods “would re- 
coil" on the Lok Dal and the BJP, hes aid. 


The former speaker said he was greatly annoyed when the Lok Dal legislators 
tried to obstruct the Punjab chief minister, Mr. Darbara Singh, when the lat- 
ter came to call on him in Chandigarh. He also felt annoyed over the way Mr. 
Devi Lal tried to obstruct Mr. K. L. Poswal, who wanted to call on him in his 
room at Haryana Bhavan in New Delhi. "I could not tolerate their being in- 
sulted," he remarked. 


On the way to Delhi, during a halt at Sonepat, Mr. Devi Lal addressed a public 
meeting and gave a call for the social boycott of Mr. Brajmohan Singla and Mr. 
Rajinder Singh. This, Col. Ram Singh said, was totally unwarranted. 


While the opposition legislators were on their way to Delhi, Mr. Lal Singh 
sought his protetcion and insisted on travelling in his car, the former speak- 
er stated. Seeing that Mr. Lal Singh was leaving the luxury coach, Mr. Devi 
Lal got Mr. Suresh Ram seated in Col. Ram Singh's car. 


On reaching Delhi, Mr. Suresh Ram took Mr. Lal Singh to his house and put him 
to bed in a closed room. Mr. Lal Singh escaped from the room around midnight. 
He was chased by one of Mr. Suresh Ram's employees, but managed to reach Har- 
yana Bhavan. There, he insisted on spending the night in the suite Col. Ram 
Singh was occupying with his wife. Hence, Col. Ram Singh said, he had to send 
his wife home at 3 a.m. to be able to give shelter to a legislator who was 
afraid of losing his freedom. 














The former speaker claimed that ne had persuaded Mr. Lal Singh to rejoin the 
Congress (I). 


Asked why he left the Devi Lal camp, all Mr. Lachhman Singh said was that he 
did not approve of the Lok Dal leader's move to stage demonstrations at Raj 
Bhavan. 


Of all those who escaped from the tight ring thrown around them by Mr. Devi 
Lal, Mr. Brajmohan Singla, who defeated a Lok Dal nominee, Mr. Mange Ram Gup- 
ta, in the Jind constituency, probably had the strangest experience. He was 
put under "lock and key” in Ranjit Hotel in Delhi, according to Mr. Kattar 
Singh, who was sworn in as a minister today, Mr. Singla, he said, climbed 
down a drainpipe from his third-floor room. 


According to Col. Ram Singh, Mr. Rajinder Singh, elected as an independent, 
had contacted him for advice. He, too, was inducted as a minister today. 


Behind the Scenes 


Mr. Chand Singh and Mr. Rahim Khan, who turned up an hour late for the swear- 
ing-in, were both elected as independents. They refused to specify the places 
where they received information to th effect that they were to be sworn in. 
They attributed the delay in their arrival to a breakdown of their cars. 


Mr. Rajesh Pilot, Congress (I) MP, was very active behind the scenes in per- 
suading Mr. Lachhman Singh and Col. Ram Singh to rejoin the Congress (I). 
Another Lok Dal follower that Mr. Bhajan Lal weaned away from Mr. Devi Lal's 
camp was Mr. Phool Chand (of Mullana). He too was sworn in as a cabinet 
minister. 


The cabinet rank ministers sworn in today were Mr. Shamsher Singh Surjewaia, 
Mr. Harpal Singh, Mr. Lachhman Singh, Mr. Raiinder Singh, Mrs. Sharda Rani, 
Mrs. Prasani Devi, Mrs. Shakuntala Bhagwaria, Mr. Birender Singh, Mr. Phool 
Chand, Mr. Kalyan Singh and Mr. Brajmohan Singla. 


The four ministers of state were Mr. Goverdhan Dass Chauhan, Mr. Lal Singh, 
Mr. A. C. Chaudhary and Mr. Rajesh Kumar Sharma. 


A second installation ceremony was held soon after the guests had dispersed 
to administer the oath of office and secrecy to Mr. Rahim Khan and Mr. Chanda 
Singh, both ministers of state.

State beyond any shadow of 
doubt”, 

The Sheikh explained that the 
release of’ document was intend- 
ed to serve two purposes Firstly 
to rebut the untenable claim of 
Pakistan and set record straight 
“lest our silence is. mistaken by 
Pakistan as to be an admission 
of its contention”. S@condly' it 
was also intended to provide 
the centra] government. with 
authentic record of evidence 
since the subject matter: fell’ io 
its jurisdiction. 

The Sheikh noted the :strate- 
gic importance of Gilgit area 
and said that its significance 
had increased now In view of 
the imternational developments 
occuring in this region. In — this 
connection he said that increas- 
ed military activity in Gilgit 


including extension of Karako 


ram bighway up to Astor across 
Bamdipore in Kashmir valley 
posed “threat” to our secruritv. 
He hoped that the central gov 
ernment would take adequate 
Measures to meet this threat. 
Asked about the prospects of 
improvement in relationship 


between India and Pakis‘an lea- 
ding to amicable settlement of 
“Kashmir problem”: Sheikh 
Abdullah reiterated that both 
countries should strive for a ne- 
gotiated settlement. He added 
that removal of mutual  suSpi- 
cions and doubts would eventu- 
ally lead to amicable Solution 
of the Kashmir problem as weil. 

Asked to clarify bis recent 
Press statement in thig regard, 
the Sheikh said that if the two.co- 
untries mutually agreed to freeze 
the existing positions with some 
boundary adjustments here and 
there “I will mot raise any ob- 
jection”. He, however asserted 
that India had valid claim over 
the entire ‘erritory of Jammu 
and Kashmir as it existed in 
1947 the Shelkh explained that 
since neither of the two govern- 
ments was in a position to sur- 
render territories of the sta‘e 
under their respective control 
“acceptance of present position 
could also be a proposal for 
final settlement of Kashmir dis- 
pute.” 

The Sheikh challenged the con- 
stitutional validity of applica- 
tion of Indian Citizenship Act to 
Jammu and Kashmir. He main- 
tained that the controversial 
bill adopted by the State Legis- 
lature recently and s€eking res- 
toration of Indian citizenship 
for Kashmiri refugees living in 
Pakistan could not be rendered 
ineffective in face of the con- 
flicting provisions of Inditin Citi- 
zenshin Act. 

Defending the adoption of the 
ressttiement bill the Sheikh 
stressed that India should not 
@mulate Pakistan in saying that 
“they wanted our State but not 
its people. How can you describe 
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those citizens of Jammu = and 
Kashmir as being Pakistanis who 
had % flee from her or those 
who had got stranded in the 
wake of partition of the country. 
There is no Moral strength im 
this argument nor igs it a ques- 
tiom of numbers. It is a matter 
of principle”.

The British, according to the 
paper. did not want to take any 
chances and decided to put up 
a watch tower in Gilgit.

The Sheikh told newsmen that 
white paper was prepared with 
the idea of refuting the Pak- 
istan Government's claim over 
these parts has also to. inform 
and equip the Central Govern- 
ment with proper documents. 
Silence over the issue, would 
have meant approval of Pakis- 
tan claim over these areas he 
asserted. 

Is reply to a volley of ques- 
tions, the Sheikh said Gilgit has 
been a raost strategic area since 
long and because of the possible 
Russian thrust onwards, the 
then British Government § ia 
India before 1947 had sought 
permission from the Maharaja 
of Kashmir for its administrative 
control. ° 

A British office was placed in 
Gilgit to monitor intelligence re- 
ports and other related moves. 

According to the paper, a 
full-fledged Gilgit agency was 
established which included areas 
of Yasin, Ponial. Kuh, Ghizar, 
Ishkman. and Chilas region but 
the civil administrative control 
continued to vest in the Govern- 
ment of the then Maharaja. 

Most of the garrisons consist- 
ed of Dogra soidiers and Dogra 
and Kashmiri officials drawn 
from State Government cadre 
often belonging to Jammu and 
Kashmir regions continued to 
be posted in Giigit it said.

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SHEIKH ABDULLAH INTERVIEWED ON RESETTLEMENT BILL 
Calcutta THE STATESMAN in English 28 May 82 pp l, 9

{Text] SRINAGAR, May 27.--Sheikh Abdullah, the Kashmir Chief Minister, said 
he could not be a party to attempt--covert or overt--by the Centre to erode 
the powers of the States, particularly those of his State. In an interview 
here, the Sheikh said the founding fathers had assured Kashmir of a special 
status within the federal set-up and these safeguards could not be sacrificed 
in the name of slogans such as “a strong Centre”. 


Recalling the circumstances in which Kashmir, a predominently Muslim State, 
had acceded to India in defiance of the two-nation theory propaunded by Jinnah, 
Sheikh Abdullah said it cast a serious responsibility on the Centre to ensure 
that the State's special status was not eroded. Over the years, the Centre 
had sought to erode the element of internal autonomy guaranteed to his State. 
A halt had to be dried to this process. 


Referring to the controversial Resettlement Bill, consent to which had till 
now been withheld by the State Governor, Mr B.K. Nehru the Sheikh said his 
Government was doing nothing more than what the Constitution of India and the 
State Constitution, adopted in 1957, required it to do. After all, was not 
“our case that the Pakistan-occupied part of Kashmir is part of the State of 
Jammu and Kashmir? Have we not stated this in Parliament and in international 
forums, including the U.N."? How could anyone refuse a man from the occupied 
territories of Kashmir a place in his home State? “Even to this day, we have 
kept 25 seats vacant in our State Assembly for the people of the so-called 
Azad Kashmir". 


The Resettlement Bill drew its inspiration from Article 7 of the Constitution 
of India and which gave the State Government the right to legislate on this 
behalf. "It is not as if we are throwing our doors open to all Pakistanis to 
come and settle down in the State. There will be proper scrutiny to establish 
the bona fide of every individual. We will give the newcomers--those who qual- 
fiy--land and other aid elsewhere to help them make a fresh start", the Sheikh 


said. 


The Kashmir subjects thrown out of the State continued to be the responsibil- 
ity of the State, and the displaced people who had crossed into the State from 
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Pakistan were a Central responsibility as far as their rehabilitation was 
concerned. The former had a legitimate claim to be settled in the State. 
The latter obviously could not acquire "state subjecthood” simply because 
they had lived in Kashmir after partition. The Centre must own them up. 


The Sheikh barely managed to hide his disappointment over the Governor's de- 
cision to refer the Resettlement Bill to the Attorney-General of India for 
his opinion. Sources close to the Sheikh said that even if the Governor were 
to return the Bill, the Assembly would pass it again and it would then become 
law. 


The right forum to try the legality of the Bill, the Sheikh said was the Su- 
preme Court. He said the Home Ministry was being less than honest in saying 
that it was not in the picture with regard to the Bill. The draft Bill was 
sent to it in October 1981. "How can they say that they did not know"? he 
asked. The fact was, he added, that the Home Ministry had not been able to 
find any fault with the Bill. 


He denied the charge that the timing of the Bill was linked to possible elec- 
tions in the State. “Do you think I would have come up with this bit of 
legislation on the eve of a ‘possible’ election knowing full well that chau- 
vinists would try to exploit it against my party. No, it has nothing tw do 
with the elections. And I will explain its implications to my Hindu brethren 
in Jammu as well as in the valley”. 


It was incorrect to suggest that the measure was “unconstitutional”. Kashmir 
High Court had in several cases upheld the contention of some of those who 
had returned that they had never ceased to be Indian citizens in-terms of the 
relevant provision of the Union and State Constitutions. These cases had been 
referred to the Centre from time to time, and New Delhi obviously had no ans- 
wer to the question since replies had never been received. 


The Sheikh said that following the 1947 holocaust and the subsequent invasion 
of Kashmir by Pakistan, many Kashmiri families had got separated and it was 
only recause of this reason that a special provision had been made in the 
Constitution and later reaffirmed in the Delhi agreement between Nehru and 
himself in 1952. 


Sheikh Abdullah rather angrily attributed the “hue and cry", raised by “some 
chauvinist leaders", to their long-cherished hope of altering the "status" of 
Jammu and Kashmir. That might have been why a parallel was sought to be drawn 
between the displaced people from Pakistan who entered the State in 1947 and 
the State subjects who were pushed into Pakistan in the wake of that country's 
invasion. 


The communal incidents, which had erupted during the past few months, were 
isolated ones and, according to the Sheikh, the handiwork of “hired goondas”". 
He admitted that his Administration had perhaps been lax in one or two in- 
stances but the State even today had by far the most impressive record of 
communal amity. 
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The Sheikh, somewhat emotionally said that it was he who had persuaded the 
Kashmirs to accede to India. It was he who had “sold” to them the ideals of 
secularism and democracy. But as leader of his people, he owed it to them 
that their future was safeguarded. He wished to leave behind a legacy in 
which the Muslim majority of the State would look back with satisfaction and 
say that the decision taken by him at the time of partition was justified. 


He said he was not worried about what the Congress (I) or the Jamaat-e-Islami 
or the RSS did or did not do. In the ultimate analysis, people were the ar- 
biters of their destiny and he would rather wait for the people to give their 
verdict when the time came. The Sheikh did not see any need for an early poll. 
"My problem is that I am not left alone to solve the problems facing the 
State”. 


The Sheikh expressed general disappointment with the “state of national poli- 
tics". The happenings in Haryana belonged to a by gone age. As someone who 
was an associate of Gandhiji and Nehru, he said he found the political scene 
most unedifying. “Where are we going?” he asked in anguished tines. 


He named some of those figuring in the current political horse-trading in 
neighbouring States and asked: “Are these the successors of Gandhiji and 
Nehru. Why cannot the democratic process be allowed to take its own direc- 
tion? After all the Constitution is there to guide them".

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CANADIAN ENVOY ANNOUNCES COOPERATION~ PROGRAM

[Text] NEW DELHI, May 27--Canada will provide aid assistance of Rs. 11 crores 
to India for purchase of equipment and related services from India and will be 
opening its next line of credit for Rs. 33 crores to be used for India's oil 
exploration programme. 


This was announced here today by Mr. John Hadwen, Canadian High Commissioner 
in India. He expressed the hope that there would be a big increase in indus- 
trial collaboration between Indian and Canadian companies. 


Mr. Hadwen made these comments at the official opening of the Asia, Pacific 
and West Asian representative office of Majestic Wiley Contractors Ltd., of 
Canada in New Delhi. 


The Canadian firm has an agreement with Engineering Projects India Ltd. (EPIL) 
to tender for future pipeline construction in India and West Asia. 


Oil India and EPIL have also an agreement with Majestic Wiley for participat- 
ing in technical consultancy for the construction of pipelines in the third 
world countries. The combined expertise of Majestic Wiley and the Indian 
firms would enable them to handle turnkey jobs of any magnitude anywhere in 
the world. 


The Canadian firm has participated in the construction of a 216-km. oil pipe- 
line in Assam, for Oil India in collaboration with EPIL. It has now set up an 
office in Delhi. 


During 1981-82, under an agreement signed with the Government of Canada, India 
will get lines of credit for about Rs. 140 crores to be used for the purchases 
from Canada of materials, equipment, machinery and services for the mining, 
power, agriculture and irrigation fisheries and the oil sectors. These loans 
are interest free and do not carry any service charges. They are repayable 
over 50 years including a grace period of 10 years.

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CPI LEADER MAKES STATEMENT ON ELECTIONS

[Text] The Communist Party of India has congratulated the West Bengal Left 
Front for its resounding victory in the State Assembly elections and noted 
that the election results from the four states were a big jolt to Mrs Gandhi's 
charisma on the basis of which the Cong-I had sought to win at the hustings.

[Text] The Communist Party of India has strongly condemned the British inva- 
sion of the Malvinas (Falkland) islands and urged the Government of India to 
give up its attitude of equivocation on the issue which was essentially one 
of decolonisation. 


In a statement on Saturday, the CPI National Council Secretary N K Krishnan 
said the Government must openly support the demand for immediate ceasefire so 
as to help resolve the present conflict by peaceful means taking into account 
the UN General Assembly decisions on decolonisation as well as the interests 
of world peace. 


He observed that the present British action called for strongest condemnation 
of all anti-imperialist and peace forces the world over. The Margaret Thatch- 
er Government, which had done everything in the last one year to stall negoti- 
ations for implementing relevant decisions of the UN General Assembly on de- 
colonisation, “has now resorted to naked gunboat action to re-establish its 
colonial domination,” he noted. 


Mr Krishnan maintained that the Falklands issue was basically one of decoloni- 
sation and according to the resolution of the Colombo non-aligned summit, non- 
aligned states had categorically declared that sovereignty over the Falkland 
islands vested in Argentina. 


He warned that the British imperialists were being publicly supported by the 
Reagan administration and its NATO allies in a common imperialist stand against 
developing countries and decolonisation. "The objective of US diplomacy has 
been to get control over the Falkland islands through the cover of ‘tripartite’ 
administration there with US participation. When Argentina rejected this, the 
US openly took the side of Britain by helping its neo-colonialist military 
action," he explained 


In Mr Krishnan's opinion, the imperialist powers were seeking to safeguard 
their strategic interests by uring force to keep under their direct control 
the sealanes between Antaretica the Pacific and the Atlantic oceans. ‘Their 
appetites are also whetted by reports of possible oil deposits in the area,", 
he added.

Therefore, the post-election situation in the CPI-M view, was replete with 
dangers and also ‘full of opportunities.'

(Text) CPI general secretary C Rajeswara Rao has urged President N Sanjiva 
Reddy to immediately take necessary steps and set things right in Haryana 
where the state Governor had installed Mr Bhajan Lal as Chief Minister ina 
"highly objectionable manner". 


In a letter to the President on Monday, Mr Rao noted that this was an “ex- 
tremely serious matter” and warned that if it was allowed this action of the 
Governor "will gravely undermine the democratic basis of the constitution in 
our country' 





Following is the text of the letter: 
Respected President, 


I feel that it is my duty to bring to your notice the hihgly objectionable 
manner in which the Governor of Haryana has acted in installing Shri Bhajan 
Lal, leader of the Congress-I as Chief Minister of the State. 


Earlier, he had himself asked Shri Devi Lal, leader of the Lok Dal in Haryana, 
to bring his supporters before him on the 24th (today) to prove his majority. 


We do not know what prompted Shri Tapse Haryana Governor to change his mind 
and suddenly call upon Shri Bhajan Lal to form the Ministry a day earlier, 
throwing all the democratic norms to the winds and lowering the dignity of 
his high office. 


The argument that the leader of the largest single party in the Assembly has 
been called to form the Government does not hold water. The Lok Dal-BJP al- 
liance in Haryana has 37 (31 plus 6) members in the Assembly, which is more 
than that secured by the Congress-I and this alliance is now supported by the 
Congress-J which has 3 MLAs. If this logic is applied in Kerala, the Congress- 
I which has only 20 seats in the State Assembly, cannot be called upon to form 
the Gover; ‘ent there. 


This is an extremely serious matter which, if allowed, will gravely undermine 
the democaatic basis of the constitution of our country.

The report of the results of the Kerala elections was presented by Mr E K 

Nayanar (former State Chief Minister) and Mr T K Ramakrishnan (former Home 
Minister of the State) and substantiated by party general secretary EM S 

Namboodiripad. 


The meeting of the CPI's Central Executive Committee began on Tuesday. An in- 
troductory speech was made by party general secretary C Rajeswara Rao followed 
by reports of West Bengal election results from Mr Indrajit Gupta (Leader of 
the CPI group in the Lok Sabha), Kerala election results from Mr N E Balaram 
(Secretary of the Kerala State Council of the CPI), and results of elections 
in Haryana and Himachal from Mr M Farooqui (member of the CPI Central 
Secretariat). 


The discussions will continue till 28 May.

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"PATRIOT GIVES MORE DETAILS ON ARAFAT VISIT 
Gandhi Speaks at Banquet 
New Delhi PATRIOT in English 22 May 82 pp l, 7 


[Text] Prime Minister Indira Gandhi declared on Friday that the plight of 

the Palestine people was a challenge to human dignity and assured visiting 
Palestine Liberation Organisation Chairman Yasser Arafat that India alongwith 
the non-aligned movement would stand by the Palestinian masses in their heroic 
struggle as before. 


Speaking at a banquet she hosted in honour of the PLO leader in the Capital, 
Mrs. Gandhi condemned the current ‘organised repression’ by Israeli forces on 
Palestinian inhabitants of the West Bank through widespread attacks on the 
Civilian populace, dismissal of popularly elected mayors and economic exploi- 
tation of the region. 


‘How can there be peace at the expense of the inalienable rights of the Pales- 
tine people?’ she asked indignantly. 


She described Mr Arafat as a ‘symbol of a people afire with the spirit of free- 
dom’ and paid rich tributes to him as a gallant fighter for a just cause. 

‘Your vision, —ourage and determination have galvanised the Palestinian move- 
ment. Your lvadership has given it dynamism and strength,’ she noted. 


Mrs Gandhi, who held a 75-minute meeting with the PLO Chairman shortly after 
his arrival to a warm and enthusiastic welcome, highlighted India's consistent 
support to the Palestinian struggle since the days of Gandhi and Nehru. 


During the meeting with Mrs Gandhi, Mr Arafat is learnt to have given a com- 
prehensive account of the explosive situation in West Asia and the continuing 


Iran-Iraq war. 


Mrs Gandhi, in her banquet speech, deplored the large-scale induction of arms 
and increasing foreign pressures in Asia by interested elements who were using 
the Iran-Iraq war, the unresolved West Asian crisis and political events in 
other parts of the continent as ‘convenient excuses’ for such actions. 


‘Such actions,’ she warned, ‘are not conducive to security. On the contrary, 
by encouraging suspecion and confrontation they add to insecurity.’ 

















She said because Iran and Iraq were among the foremost supporters of the 
Palestinian cause, the continuing hostilities between them were causing anx- 
icty to both India and Palestine. The conflict in the Gulf was bringing de- 
struction and hardship to both the countries and deep anguish to their common 
friends especially at a time when the ‘Palestine people need complete solidar- 
ity among their supporters and well-wishers’. 


Referring to the efforts by the non-aligned group of four (which includes 
India and the PLO) to bring about an end to the Gulf war and mentioning its 
failure to make much headway so far, she expressed her sincere hope that a 
‘settlement which is just and honourable to both can be found’. 





Meanwhile, the need for greater cooperation between India and the Arab world 
was underlined at official level talks held today by PLO with the Indian 
delegation. 


The talks took place simultaneous with Mr Arafat's meeting with Mrs Gandhi. 


The two delegations which met for 90 minutes also had extensive discussions on 
the situation in the West Asia and the Iran-Iraq war which they viewed with 
deep concern. They stressed the great necessity of further strengthening In- 
do-Arab relations in this period of crisis, according to the spokesman of the 
External Affairs Ministry. 


The PLO delegation expressed its happiness at the positive outcome of Mrs 
Gandhi's recent visit to Saudi Arabia. 


The Indian delegation to the talks was led by Mr Romesh Bhandari, Secretary 
in the External Affairs Ministry. He was assi:ted by the Indian Ambassador 
to PLO, Mr Beni Prashad Agarwal. The PLO sice was led by Mr Muhammed Zuhdi 
Nashibi, secretary of the PLO executive Committee. He was assisted by Mr 
Fazcal Owaida, Ambassador of PIO in India. 


Talks with Reddy 


Mr Arafat also called on President N Sanjiva Reddy at Rashtrapati Bhavan in 
the evening and had a 30-minute meeting with him. 


In the afternoon, he rent to Rajghat to pay floral tributes at the Samadhi 
of Mahatma Gandhi. 


Earlier Mr Arafat was received at the airport by Prime Minister Indira Gandhi 
Mr Arafat who arrived four and a half hours behind schedule, told newsmen at 

the airport that he had stopped over in Dahran, Saudi Arabia, to confer with 

Saudi leaders on the latest situation in Lebanon. 


Asked about his mission in India, Mr Arafat looked towards Mrs Gandhi and said: 
‘We are going to have very constructive and successful talks with your Prime 
Minister. 
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Others present at the airport included External Affairs Minister P V Nara- 
Simha kao, Cabinet Ministers, members of Parliament, top military and civil 
officials and members of the diplomatic corps. 


A large number of Palestinian students lined outside the air port with ban- 
ners ‘long live Indo PLO friendship, welcome our dear leader Arafat and ,be- 
ware of the Israeli dangerous expansionist designs' As Mr Arafat drove past 
they greeted him with thunderous claps. Also present were a large number of 
Communist Party of India members holding red flags.

Wearing his familiar battle fatigue and black and white checked ‘'safa' the 
charismatic leader waved and signal the 'V' for victory to the cheering crowd. 
His brief speech which he chose to make in Arabic, was punctuated by loud 
Clapping. 


Narrating the pathetic condition of South Lebanon where he had been on Thurs- 
day, he said the people there were totally besieged by the Israeli naval 
blocade. “How long can this continue", he asked. 


Pointing out to the large gathering, he declared that the Palestinians have 
realised that they are no longer alone but the peace-loving people of the en- 
tire world were with them--the people who have the "will and determination to 
defeat their enemies." 


Highlighting the recent series of popular Arab demonstrations in the occupied 
territories of the West Bank, the PLO leader called them the numerous Davids 
tighting against the ‘forocious' Goliaths.

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ANALYST TELLS MEANING OF GARHWAL POLL RESULTS

[Text] NEW DELHI, May 23--The hero of the just concluded mini general elec- 
tion is not Mr. K. Karunakaran who spearheaded the United Democratic Front's 
(UDF) victory in Kerala nor Mr. Jyoti Basu, who brought back the Left Front to 
power in West Bengal, but Mr. H. N. Bahuguna who fought almost single-handed 
to regain his Lok Sabha seat from Garhwal constituency in the face of the 
Congress @'s all-out bid to defeat him. 


The fact that the ruling party had made the outcome of this repoll a prestige 
issue generated for Mr. Bahuguna a certain amount of sympathy in this hilly 
area where the voters had evidently not taken kindly to the extravagance and 
ostentation of the Congress ® campaign. 


There were times when more State Ministers were camping or campaigning in the 
Garhwal constituency than attending to their official work in Lucknow. The 
whole machinery of the ruling party operating from its well entrenched posi- 
tion at the Centre and in the State seemed to have been mobilised to defeat 
Mr. Bahuguna at any cost. 


It is in this context that the outcome of this twice postponed poll had come 
to assume an exaggerated political importance totally disproportionate to its 
real significance. The main lesson of the Garhwal by-election is that what 
matters in an Indian election is either the heroic mould of an all-powerful 
leader or the image of a defiant individual unfairly pilloried by those in 
power that evokes the sneaking admiration or sympathy of the electorate. 


In the case of Mr. Bahuguna it was his uncanny capacity to combine his local 
popularity with the feeling that he was facing the full brunt of the ruling 
party's wrath that enabled him to win this election though with a vastly re- 
duced margin. 


Centre of controversy: A dynamic politician, Mr. Bahuguna has always been a 
centre of controversy, whether in power or in opposition. In his chequered 
political career, he found himself catapulted into pivotal positions of power 
or condemned to long spells of political wilderness when he had to fend for 
himself without the benefit of a well-oiled party machine.

After the Congress split in 1969, he emerged as one of Mrs. Gandhi's righthand 
men, then came under a cloud before he became Chief Minister of his home 
State. He was dislodged from this powerful position on the charge of develop- 
ing shades of Bonapartism. 


lic master-minded the Jagjivan Ram revolt that led to the Janata victory in 

the 1977 elections. He was back in Mrs. Gandhi's camp during the 1980 elec- 
tions, after a brief spell as Finance Minister in Mr. Charan Singh's caretaker 
Government, only to leave her party again after her victorious return. 


He was flooded with messages of congratulations today from a wide assortment 
of Opposition leaders and individuals critical of the present Government. 
These included Mr. Jagjivan Ram, Sheikh Abdullah, Mr. Chandra Shekhar, Mr. 
Devaraj Urs, Mr. H. R. Khanna and the leaders of both communist parties. Mr. 
Rajeswar Rao and Mr. N. K. Krishnan and Mr. P. Ramamurthi. 


Difficult task: The return of Mr. Bahuguna to the Lok Sabha will certainly 
enliven parliamentary politics, but it is not going to set the Yamuna on fire. 
The Opposition parties remain so badly fragmented and divided that it will be 
extremely difficult even for Mr. Bahuguna to persuade them to join hands and 
function together responsibly to make the ruling party pay heed to their crit- 
icism. And the very frustrations of this task might make him a lone wolf los- 
ing interest in the day-to-day functioning of Parliament.

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G. K. REDDY ON MOVES TO REVIVE PAKISTAN TALKS

(Text) New Delhi, May 23. There are moves behind the scenes tc evolve a mu- 
tually acceptable formulation for reopening the stalled Indo-Pak. dialogue on 
the three inter-linked propositions for a no-war pact, a friendship treaty and 
a joint commission. 


The Prime Minister, Mrs. Indira Gandhi, assured the Saudi Arabian leaders dur- 
ing her recent visit to that country that India was prepared to resume the 
talks if Pakistan was ready to respond in an equally constructive spirit to 
normalise relations. 


A similar assurance has been given, in the course of the discussions with the 
visiting PLO chief, Mr. Yasser Arafat, that India was leaving the doors open 
for an early resumption of the dialogue with Pakistan. It was also reiter- 
ated in the joint communique issued at the end of Mr. Arafat's visit before 
he left for Islamabad this afternoon. 


Arafat's appreciation: The communique stated that Mr. Arafat had expressed 
his appreciation of India's policy of promoting friendly relations with Paki- 
stan. Though he was not casting himself in the role of a mediator, the PLO 
chief indicated that he would certainly convey to General Zia-ul-Hug his im- 
pression that India was ready to resume the talks with Pakistan soon. 


The Foreign Minister of Pakistan, General Yaqub Khan, who has been visiting 

a number of Islamic countries, has been given to understand by the Saudi lead- 
ers that Mrs. Gandhi was no less keen on Indo-Pak. accord in the larger in- 
terests of peace and stability in the region, according to diplomatic reports 
r.aching Delhi. He was told that it was now Pakistan's turn to make the next 
move to get the dialogue restarted by offering the necessary elucidations. 


Shared concern: The External Affairs Ministry has been working on the draft 

of the letter the Prime Minister proposes to write to General Zia-ul-Huq, in 

reply to his last communication, restating the Indian position while seeking 

clarification of some of his recent observations which amounted to a virtual 

retraction of the Simla agreement. If he is, indeed earnest about his desire 
for an early resumption of talks, the Pakistan President will have ample 
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opportunity to clear the decks in the course of his reply to Mrs. Gandhi's 
letter, on the subject. 


A new teature of the tangled Indo-Pak. relationships is that Islamic countries 
like Saudi Arabia are acquiring a special interest in an accord between the 
two sub-continental neighbours because of the regional situation. It is this 
shared concern for stability and peace in the area that has prompted them to 
respond positively to the Indian initiatives for better understanding among 
the countries of the region. 


The Indian plea for fortifying the no-war idea with a friendship treaty has 
been misinterpreted by Pakistan as an attempt to sidetrack the issue of non- 
aggression. But it has not been able to carry any conviction, even among 
countries that are well disposed towards Pakistan, with the argument that the 
no-war proposal must take precedence over the friendship concept. In this 
sense, the prospects are better now for resuming the talks without undue re- 
servations on either side. 


Changing U.S. perception: In this changed context, the military regime in 
Pakistan has been finding it increasinc v “i° -icult to denounce India as the 
prime villain which was bent on steppin, censions and posing a threat to 
its Islamic neighbours, acting in collusion with the Soviet Union. The gener- 
al climate of opinion in the Islamic world is in favour of Indo-Pak. reconcil- 
lation, not on joining Pakistan in a crusade against India which is the most 
important country and a bulwark of stability in the entire region. 


The U.S. bid for better relations with India is also acting as a damper on 
the Pak. attempts to misrepresent its cautious response to the no-war offer 

as an unmistakable reflection of its unfriendly attitude. The Reagan Adminis- 
tration itself has been veering round the view that its policy of rearming 
Pakistan would become counterproductive in the absence of some positive steps 
to allay the Indian fears. 


Prospects better: To this extent, the U.S. also has an interest in an early 
resumption of the Indo-Pak. dialogue to open the way for a progressive improve- 
ment of their relations to facilitate its own dealings with them. This factor 
too is playing a part in making Pakistan realise that it cannot afford to 
score a point with India by attempting to rake up the Kashmir issue or delink 
it from the no-war negotiations.

[Text] NEW DELHI, May 26--As part of its wideranging economic cooperation 
with the Arab world, India is exploring the possibilities of setting up a 
sponge iron plant, an alumina smelter and a fertilizer unit in the U.A.E. for 
utilising its vast gas reserves. 


The ruler of Sharjah, Sheikh Sultan Bin Mohammed al Qassimi, is arriving to- 
morrow on a 10-day State visit to India to discuss the prospects for gas-based 
joint ventures using Indian expertise and U.A.E.'s vast energy resources. 


As the largest of the seven Sheikhdoms comprising the United Arab Emirates 
(UAE), Sharjah has emerged as the kingpin of this confederation of the old 
trucial States because of the political influence of its ruler, who claims 
to be a direct descendant of Prophet Mohammed, and its vast onshore gas re- 
serves with a tremendous potential for industrial development. 


The Sheikh is one of the more modern minded rulers of the Gulf and is quite 
keen on establishing closer links with India which he considers to be the most 
important country in the region. 


Interest in investments: Sheikh Sultan is paying this visit to India in re- 
sponse to a personal invitation extended by the Prime Minister, Mrs. Indira 
Gandhi, when she met him during her trip to the U.A.E. last year. Apart. from 
seeking Indian cooperation in the industrialisation of Sharjah, the Sheikh is 
also interested in investing a part of his petro-dollars in Indian enterprises. 


Quite liberal: There are nearly a quarter million Indians working in the UAE 
and Sharjah with its population of only 100,000 has been quite liberal in per- 
mitting Indian nationals to seek employment without irksome restrictions. 

The Indians employed in the U.A.E. have been remitting home about Rs. 600 
crores a year in foreign exchange. The country's annual exports to the U.A.E. 
reached Rs. 1,400 crores in 1980, which helped to pay for the 1.5 million 
tonnes of crude imported from it. 


It is for this reason that the Prime Minister has been trying to build up a 
mutually beneficial relationship with the U.A.E. as part of her policy of 
strengthening the country's traditional links with the Arab States. 
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The present U.A.E. President, Sheikh Zayed, and the Prime Minister, Sheikh 
Rashid, wanted Sheikh Sultan to visit India as part of their common desire to 
establish closer political and economic links with it. 


The Prime Minister's recent visit to Saudi Arabia has come as a happy culmina- 
tion of this policy of developing and diversifying India's relationship with 
the Arab States. The previous emphasis on seeking closer links with the so- 
Ccialist countries of the Arab world like Iraq and Syria, or Algeria and Egypt, 
has lately been replaced by a more comprehensive policy of making a conscious 
effort to cultivate even the theocratic societies like Saudi Arabia and the 
Gulf States. 


Strange feature: A rather strange feature of India's foreign policy is that, 
while it has not been able to establish closer understanding with its more 
immediate neighbours, the country has certainly succeeded in building up a 
better accord with others on the outer rim of its geopolitical environment. 


This realisation is leading in turn to greater awareness of the need for a 
neighbourhood diplomacy that can subserve both these purposes. 


It is in this wider context that the visit of the ruler of Sharjah, has come 
to assume a greater significance. 


The agreement signed today by the President of Nauru, the world's tiniest na- 
tion, to set up a rock phosphate fertilizer plant in Orissa as a joint venture 
with capital participation was a typical example of the vast possibilities 
open for industrial collaboration with the smaller nations, whether affluent 
Or poor, that have the financial or natural resources. 


The Sheikh of Sharjah will be accompanied on this visit by a high-power dele- 
gation of Ministers, senior officials and top businessmen. After concluding 
his talks in Delhi, he will be visiting Lucknow and Srinagar before concluding 
his visit. 
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G. K. REDDY ON LESSONS TO INDIA FROM FALKLAND WAR

[Text] NEW DELHI, May 27--A former Air Chief, two retired Chiefs of Naval 
Staff and a senior Lieutenant-General with war experience participated in a 
public discussion on what lessons the Indian armed forces could draw from the 
new technologies of warfare in the South Atlantic between Britain and Argen- 
tina which are leading to a review of naval strategies around the world. 


The main theme of this debate, in which the participants included Air Chief 
Marshal P. C. Lal, Admirals A. K. Chatterjee and S. M. Nanda and Lt.-Gen. 

J. F. R. Jacob, was the role of missiles in modern warfare with computerised 
ships and aircraft often firing them from beyond the horizon out of sight of 
the targets. 


The Falklands crisis is serving as a scenario for a battle of highly sophisti- 
cated missiles in which the crew of the British destroyer, HMS Sheffield, had 
a warning of only three seconds before the French-built Exocet missile fired 
from an Argentinian aircraft reduced this most modern British warship to a 
roaring mass of flames. 


It was lucky that the container vessel, Atlantic Conveyor, hauling supplies to 
the British beachhead at San Carlos on the Falklands Sound on Tuesday served 
as a target for the two Exocet missiles which were being aimed at the air- 
craft-carrier, HMS Hermes, the flagship of the British task force. 


Surface vessels: The answer to this revolution in naval warfare, according to 
Indian defence experts, is a switchover to a new generation of small surface 
vessels equipped with the latest missiles backed by a better integrated air 
defence system. The era of the big warships and bulky aircraft-carriers was 
coming to an end, aS more and more navies develop the technologies of compu- 
terised warfare. 


The Director of the Institute of Defence Studies and Analyses, Mr. K. Subrah- 
manyan, who moderated the interesting discussion, stressed that what was hap- 
pening in the distanc Falkland islands was not of mere academic interest to 
the Indian armed forces. The country had island territories far away from the 


mainland. 








The Sea Harriers that were being used by the British navy in these operations 
are being acquired by India for its aircraft-carrier, INS Vikrant, and Paki- 
Stan has obtained the Exocet missile that sank HMS Sheffield with split second 
accuracy after being launched from a distance of 60 to 70 kilometres. 


The super weapons used by both sides have been electronically guided to the 
targets adding a new dimension to modern warfare. But these are prohibitively 
expensive weapons which no country like India can afford to buy off the shelf 
from a willing supplier, unless it can enter into a collaboration arrangement 
to manufacture them. If electronics are going to tip the scales of combat in 
future, the Indian armed forces should start acquiring the necessary capabil- 
ity from now onwards before it is too late. 


One of the two admirals who participated in the debate felt that India should 
go in for a nuclear submarine which can dive beneath the thermal layers and 
remain hidden for long periods to evade detection. 


Nuclear propulsion: The country's scientists have been working on nuclear 
propulsion which needed further encouragement to master it. One of the ad- 
vantages of a nuclear submarine is that it can fire the type of Tigerfish Tar- 
ped missiles used against the Argentine cruiser, General Belgrano, from a safe 
distance undetected by the surface vessels in the battle zone. 


The Indian defence experts have also been following closely the performance of 
the surface-to-surface, surface-to-air and air-to-surface Sea Wolf, Sea Dart 
and Sea Skua missiles used by the British fleet for both air and sea defence. 
The other versions of anti-aircraft missiles fired by the Argentine ground 
troops to shoot down the Sea Harriers have also been attracting attention. 


The main lesson for the army has been taht, without a well-trained rapid de- 
ployment force that can be transported to the battle area by air, the navy 

and air force by themselves cannot cope with any Falklands type threat posed 

by a hostile neighbour to its island possessions. And the emphasis again is on 
compact commando units using the very latest guided weapons in addition to con- 
ventional arms.

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GANDHI COMMENTS ON NATIONAL EDUCATION POLICY

[Text] NEW DELHI, May 27. The Prime Minister, Mrs. Indira Gandhi, said yes- 
terday that time had now come for effectively changing the national education- 
al policy. 


It was necessary to bring about radical reforms in the educational system to 
make it more meaningful and relevant to the present-day needs. 


Releasing a book, “Rajasthan and the Nehru family", Mrs. Gandhi said the need 
for the wide-ranging reforms had been felt for some time. In fact, some com- 
mittees had been set up in the past to examine and suggest changes in the 
educational system. They did submit their reports but these recommendations 
had not been adequately implemented. 


The implementation had been postponed for one reason or another at various 
times. One of the reasons was that such changes were bound to affect a very 
large number of students and teachers. 


Mrs. Gandhi said: “Our educational policy has to be such that it would enable 
assimilation of new ideas and whatever was good regardless of where this new 
thinking was available.” 


She said: “I believe in modernisation. All that is modern is not always 
good. Therefore, the effort has to be made to mix what good we have with 
what is suitable for us and good and available elsewhere.” 


Sharp Deterioration 


The Prime Minister noted with regret the sharp deterioration in the value sys- 
tem in the country. However, politics alone could not be held entirely re- 
sponsible for this degeneration, she observed. 


Mrs. Gandhi said there was a need to preserve and keep alive the country's 
glorious past and whatever good it has had socially and culturally. Other- 
wise, the nation will be weakened, for “our cultural and background form its 
foundation and give it strength." 
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The task of keeping the past, however, cannot be left to either the govern- 
ment or the scholars alone in her opinion. The people will have to take the 
initiative and get involved in the process. 


Referring to the importance of the educational system in this key task, the 
Prime Minister said: “We have to take a decision on what sort of education 
we should have. While doing so we must rise above party politics and politi- 
cal considerations. The degeneration of the value patterns has to be checked. 
Otherwise the people and society will not be able to make progress. 


The author of the book, Padam Bhushan Jhabarmal Sharma, who came to the Prime 
Minister's residence in a wheel chair, expressed his gratitude to Mrs. Gandhi. 
The Prime Minister offered her greetings to the author and hoped that others 
would draw inspiration from him in the efforts to help the people know their 
glorious past.

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TIGHT SECURITY REPORTED ALONG NORTHEAST BORDER

(Text) The security forces in north-east India have stepped up their vigil- 
ance at the tri-junction of Tripura, Mizoram and Bangladesh ever since the at- 
tempt wy a dozen Mizo rebels now in Bangladesh to cross over to India about 
three weeks ago, it was learnt from sources in Calcutta on Thursday. The reb- 
els fled after a skirmish with the Army. 


The sources said that there were about 600 Mizo National Front activists in 

two camps in the Chittagong hill tracts of Bangladesh, one at Ruma Bazar and 

the other near the tri-junction. They want to cross over to Mizoram. The en- 

counter took place at Khantalang in Mizoram. On Wednesday, five Mizo rebels 

were captured by the Army in the same area with two rifles and some ammunition 

while trying to cross over to India. A Defence spokesman added that one cf sf 
the rifles was Chinese-made. 


In an effort to prevent the MNF activists from crossing over, the Army had 
intensifed its jungle-training exercises in the tri-junction area of late, 
the sources said. The presence of troops had instilled a sense of confidence 
in the minds of the villagers and incidents of forcible tax collection by the 
MNF had gone down, he added. 


The sources said that the success of Brigadier Sailo's People's Conference in 
the recent Assembly by-elections in Mizoram was likely to strengthen the admin- 
intrations in the insurgent-ridden areas. About 490 alleged insurgents had 
either surrendered or been captured by the security forces ever since the ban- 
ning of the MNF in January this year. But what has perplexed the authorities 
is that very few arms were surrendered. Hitherto, only about 25 arms had been 
captured. The possibility of a sudden flare-up in insurgent activity simul- 
taneously at a number of places was not being ruled out. 


The sources added that insurgents belonging to the National Socialist Council 
of Nagaland and the Nagaland Federal Government had set up three camps in Pur- 
ma along the borders with Nagaland and Manipur. Two of the camps belonged to 
the Council and the other to the Federal Government. The two groups did not 
ee eye to eye, the former being a pro-Chinese Communist organization and the 
other being predominantly Christian. But both tried to collect taxes forcibly 
from villages in India. The Council activists, for example, had collected 
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taxes in the Tirup district of Arunachal Pradesh and in north Nagaland on 
eccasions. About 10 days ago an Army patrol clashed with some Naga rebels 
in north Nagaland. The rebels, while escaping, left behind rice and cooked 
mw at. 
The sources said that there had been attempts among underground rebels in tne 
different north-eastern States to unite, but these had so far been abortive 
because of the conflict of interests among these States themselves. The un- 
derground organizations had also sent feelers to some leaders of the Assam 
agitation, it was believed. 


Ore Correspondent in Agartala adds: The Tripura tribal extremists have again 
intensified their activities mainly in the State's southern district adjacent 
to Chittagong hill tracts of Bangladesh. According to latest indications, 
me of these extremists are now in possession of automatic arms. They were 
operating mainly with country-made guns so far. 


Aecording to sources the “Army of Tripura People's Liberation organization,” 
the clandestine militant wing of the organization, the tribal extremists may 
have raised “two battalions” with a total estimated strength of about 400. 
The ATPLO was first formed by a section of hard core Tripura tribal extremists 
mowhere in the Chittagong hill tracts of Bangladesh in December 1980. Near- 
ly 100 armed insurgents are now suspected to be operating in the south Tripura 
areas with their bases in the Chittagong hill tracts. 


There is no indication of strained relations between the Tripura tribal in- 
ugents and the Army authorities of Bangladesh.

Three Stages 


Por this reason, it is instructive 
te go over the three stages through 
which the India-China border talks 
have passed so far. 

As is well known, the initial 
Chinese postion was that the 
horder question could be kept aside 
in cold storage while the two 
countries promoted bilateral con- 
tacts and generally improved their 
relations. But this was totally un- 
acceptable to the Indian side which 
pointed out that the border issue 
was the key question which could 
not be bypassed. Indeed New Delhi 
made it clear that while a settle 
ment of the border question was 
not a pre<onditien for an improve- 
ment in IndiaChina relations in 
other spheres — such as culture, 
commeree, scence and technolo 
and so on — the speed of normali- 
sation and improvement in other 
fields would be determined pri- 
marity by the pace of progress on 
the central issue of the border 

Fvicently, the Chinese saw the 
force behind ths postion. For it 
was accepted early during Mr. 
Huane Hua's visit to New Delhi 
in June last vear, and this indeed 
h-rame the pomt of departure for 
the rest of the dialogue. But the 
Chinese foreign minister contented 
himself with repeating Mr. Dens 
Niaoping’s “package deal” which 
bascally amounts to Indian accept- 
ance of the Chinese occupation of 
nearly %7.000 square kilometres of 
terntory in tadakh in return for 
Chinas willingness to accept the 
Mcmahon lime as the boundary 
m the eastern sector 

Roth durnne ‘he talks with Mr 
Huang Hua and, even more elabo- 
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rately, at the first round of the 
officials’ discussions in the Chinese 
capital, this country made its 
obicuons to the package dca! 
ervsial clear. When asked to offer 
an alternative approach, the Indian 
side suggested that the Colombo 
proposals could be an appropnate 
basis for discussion. But the Chi- 
nese turned this down on the 
ground that the proposais, made in 
the aftermath of the |%2 border 
war. were out of date. 

The second Indian suggestion 
was that the two sides should take 
up the boundary question sector 
by wector so that in sectors where 
there were no great differences 
between the two sides, the issue 
could he settled, thus improving 
the atmosphere for an agreement 
on the more contentious western 
sector. But this, too, was unac- 
ceptable to the Chinese who want 
a comprehensive solution of the 
border problem. 

This was the state of the play 
when the talks were resumed in 
New Delhi. While the Chinese 
side was full of ideas about such 
thines as scientific and technical 
exchanges and cooperation, on the 
bosder issue, it had nothing new 
to say. But as the border talks 
proceeded, first in the sub-group 
on the subject appointed bv the 
two delezations and then between 
their leaders, followed by pienarv 
sessions, three faint glimmers of 
hope began to emerge even while 
both sides reaffirmed their xsnown 
positions. 


Package Deal 


First. the Indian side drove home 
the point that the so-called packages 
deal was just not on, especially on 
a take-it-or-leave-it basis, and that 
without a give and take oy both 
sides, a fair and equitable settle- 
ment would not be possidle. The 
Chinese did not explicitly agree. 
But thev did not disagree either. 

Sevondiy, during the discussion 
oo the principles that should govern 
the eventual settiement of the 
boundary question, the Indian 
negotiators ere able to underscore 
that it was sot enough that the 
two sides should be committed to 
finding a just and fair solution of 
the problem. Tiey must also com- 
mit themselves to finding such a 
solution expeditiously. Once again 
the Chinese did not demur. If the 
silence can be construed as the 
proverbial half<onsent then thus 


must be reckoned to be a gain. 
For to keep the border talks zo- 
ing indefinitely would be to put 
the issue in cold storage by other 
means. 


Thirdly, throughout the talks 
and later during their courtesy 
cail on the foreign minister, “Mr. 
P. V. Narasimha Rao. the leader 
of the Chinese delegation, Mr. Fu 
Hao and his coileazgues maintain- 
ed an extremely courteous and 
cordial tone. Most references to 
the talks in the Chinese media 
have also been positive. 

Altogether therefore :f is possible 
to look forward to the next round 
of talks with a measure of cauti- 
Ous Optimism. But it will be cn- 
realistic to let the optimism run 
high. 

The two sides are still engaze3 
Only in a probing exercise and ‘n 
an effort to ouild up mutual con- 
fidence. Not until the Chinese 
speli out how far thev are pre- 
pared to go in departing from the 
so~<alled package deal can anyone 
Say with certainty whether they are 
really serious about honourably 
solving an issue over which they 
have caused this country great 
hurt in the past. . 

After all Mr. Deng’s package is 
basically no different from what 
Mr. Chou Enlai had offered in 
April 190 during his abortive 
talks with Mr. Nebru. In fact, the 
present package deal is even more 
unfavourable than the previous one. 
This is so because when Mr. Zhou 
made his offer the Chinese -vere in 
illegal occupation of considerably 
less Indian terntory in Ladakh 
than they are sitting on now. The 
additional areas were zgradbed dur- 
ing the period from 1960 to the 
Chinese invasion of Ladakh and 
NEFA (now Arunachal Pradesh) 
in 1962. f 

How far or how fast the Chinese 
Will move tows:cs the objective 
the two sides have set for them- 
selves remains to be seen. In the 
meantime some other’ develop- 
ments with a bearing on India-China 
relations descrve notice. 


Vital Concern 


For instance, only a few davs 
before the Delhi talks began the 
Peopie's Daily in Beijing carried 
a long article on India’s relations 
with Bhutan. reading a long and 
wholly gratuitous lecture to this 
country on how it should behave 


in :t8 dealings with the Himalavan 
kincdem. This. coupled with the 
fact that the Chinese position on 
issues like Sikkim or Kashmir, a'so 
remains unchanged. has a signifi- 
cance of its own which cannot oe 
overiooxed 

Sikkim is a part of India and 
wil! remain so whether the Chi- 
mese accept this or not. S:imilar’.. 
the special relationship hetween 
this country and Bhutan is also an 
una.terapie tact of life. On NKasn- 
mir. too. this country has coped 
with all the chailenses posed >. 
Pakistan. with or without the helo 
of is friends and allies. in the past 
nd will doubtless do so in the 
future. 

Fven so. the Chinese must ,now 
tha: India-China relations cannot 
remain unaffected hv their stance 
on ‘these issues of vital concern to 
this country, irrespective of whe- 
ther or not there is an agreement 
on the border. Indeed. the bdlunt 
truth is that i: is dificult for India 
to ve frends with any power in- 
sensitive to India’s vital security 
interests in the region to the south 
of the Himalayan cresi. Even a 
cursory look at the map is enoug4 
to show that the defence of this 
area iS indivisible. 

The point also needs to be made 
that even the settlement of the 
border dispute with China would 
be no guarantee that there wou'd 
not be other protlems between 
this country and it. After all. the 
China-Burma border was settled 
two decades ago But the poor 
Burmese have had no respite from 
Chinese-backed insurgerts through- 
out this period. Simiiariy. far from 
having any boundary dispute with 
the ASEAN countries, China has 
done a lot to woo them, especial- 
ly over the Kampuchean :ssue. 
And vet the fear of Chana in 
ASEAN countries, with = larce 
pockets of Chinese populations, 
has to be seen to be *Felieved. 

At the same time there can he 
no two opinions ihat a ‘air and 
honourable border settlement with 
China will be eminently worth 
having whether or not the tuo 
countries Cam agree on other cru- 
cia. issues.

[Text] NEW DELHI, May 24--The Opposition parties, which are highly incensed 
over the Haryana Governor's decision, are thinking of launching an agitation 
against the installation of Mr. Bhajan Lal as Chief Minister in what they con- 
sider to be a pre-emptive bid to deny the Lok Dal a chance to form a Government. 


Rut there is no unanimity yet among them about the form of the proposed agita- 
tion, whether it should be directed against the Governor in Haryana alone or 
the Centre as well for its alleged complicity in what had been done to give 
the Congress (I) the benefit of doubt by accepting Mr. Bhajan Lal's claim at 
its face value. 


The two Communist parties are now engaged in a review of the post-election sit- 
uation and they are not likely to commit themselves to any particular course 

of action until their Central Committees have gone through this exercise. At 
any rate, they have never been too enthusiastic in joining hands with what are 
regarded as rightist parties like BJP, Lok Dal and Jan Sangh in any mass action 


After the storm over the Haryana episode has blown over, the old animosities 
among the Opposition parties, or at least among their top leaders, are hound 
to surface again. It is difficult to visualise Mr. Jagjivan Ram, Mr. Charan 
Singh, Mr. Chandra Shekhar, Mr. Atal Behari Vajpayee and Mr. Devaraj Urs, not 
to speak of Mr. Morarji Desai and Mr. Raj Narain, courting arrest together with 
Mr. Devi Lal to make their point that the Haryana Governor, Mr. G. D. Tapase, 
had acted in a highly partisan manner at the behest of the Prime Minister as 
illeged by them. 


There is every danger of such an agitation losing its sense of purpose, in 
the absence of a well-defined leadership to direct it, and ending up ina fu- 
tile confrontation with the Centre as it happened in 1975 with disastrous con- 
sequences. It is for this reason that some of the Opposition leaders are 
somewhat wary about the proposed agitation. 
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Notorious State: In a State quite notorious for defections, it would not be 
too surprising if the wily Mr. Bhajan Lal turns the tables nertly on Mr. Devi 
Lal by enticing some of his followers before the start of the threatened agi- 
tation. There are no authentic reports of how many of the newly elected MLAs 
had actually turned up at the Raj Bhavan in Chandigarh today to prove Mr. evi 
Lal’s point that he had the requisite support to form the government. 


The Lok Dal leader claimed that there were as many as 45 MLAs, but Mr. Bhajan 
Lal came out with the names of at least four who were not present. Mr. Devi 

Lal offered to parade the whole lot before the President in Delhi, but he was 
told quite firmly that no such thing would be permitted within the precincts 

of the Rashtrapati Bhavan. 


The Chairman of the Democratic Socialist Party, Mr. H. N. Bahuguna, has 
raised the cry of democracy in danger to use this as a rallying slogan to 
bring the Opposition parties together in Parliament. As a shrewd tactician he 
would like the Opposition parties to concentrate their attacks on issues that 
would hurt the Government most than embark in a trial of strencth before they 
are really ready for it. 


If the Congress (I) finally opts for a snap poll in Andhra Pradesh and Karna- 
taka in October, it would give them an opportunity to confront the ruling par- 
ty with a more effective alliance of Opposition parties than what was wit- 
nessed in the latest mini-general election. They could at least make a dent 
on the Congress (I)'s supremacy even if they are unable to dislodge it from 
power in these two southern States.

rates for aii such transactions. An attempt

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HEAVY WHEAT LOSSES REPORTED IN PUNJAB, HARYANA 


Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 28 May 82 p l 


(Text] NEW DELHI, May 27. While the Union agriculture ministry is leisurely 
collecting data on wheat losses due to unseasonal rains, reports from the sur- 
plus states of Punjab and Haryana are indicative of huge losses which may be 
over two million tonnes. 


The ministry, on the basis of its study teams' reports, is believed to have 
assessed wheat losses as between 500,000 and 600,000 tonnes. Actually, the 
losses are much higher since rains had continued even after the study teams 
had visited Punjab and Haryana. 


Punjab alone has reported a loss of 1.7 million tonnes. Haryana and Uttar 
Pradesh, experts believe, would have lost a minimum of 500,000 to 600,000 
tonnes. 


The figures of losses clearly belie official assertion that despite damage to 
the wheat crop due to rains, production this year will be more than last 
year's output of 36.46 million tonnes. 


At the beginning of April, the agriculture ministry was expecting a record 
crop--exceeding 38 million tonnes, though officially it was placed at 37.5 
million tonnes. 


Meanwhile, the arrivals in the mandis are improving rapidly and official ex- 
pectations are that despite the late start, it might be possible to procure 
much larger quantities compared with the total procurement of 6.5 million ton- 
nes last year. 


This trend is apparent from the purchases made by the official agencies dur- 
ing the past few days. The bulk of the market arrivals have been bought by 
the official agencies, including the “ood Corporation of India (FCI). Over 
three million tonnes of wheat has been procured so far. During the next four 
weeks, heavy purchases by the official agencies are likely to be made. Unlike 
the experience in the preceding years, procurement would continue till after 
the monsoon is over in mid-September.

ACCORD WITH DRV--India and Vietnam on Monday signed an agreement for the pro- 
motion of scientific and technical cooperation between the two countries in 
the field of geology and mineral raw materials, reports PTI. The minerals in- 
clude mica, gold, bauxite, apatite, precious stones, tin lime-stone and gra- 
phite. The agreement was signed between Mr Tran Duc Luong Director General in 
the general department of geology of theSocialist Republic of Vietnam, and Mr 
J Swaminath, director general, Geological Survey of India. Mr Tran Duc Luong 
is leading a delegation from Vietnam which is in Delhi at the invitation of 

J Swaminath. The agreement has been signed with a view to creating conditions 
for cooperation in exploiting, processing and consuming a number of minerals 
of interest to the two countries. The two sides agreed on the exchange of ex- 
perts in order to find out geological problems, conditions of mines of mineral 
raw materials, industries in exploration, exploitation and processing of a 
number of minerals of interest to the two side in the long-term cooperation 
between the two countries.

DEVELOPMENT LOANS--NEW DELHI, May 24--The Centre will receive a loan of $190 
million from the International Bank for Reconstruction and Development for the 
Agricultural Refinance and Development Corporation (ARDC). Simultaneously, a 
credit for $160 million is also being advanced to the Government by the Inter- 
national Development Association for the ARDC. The two loans will support the 
ARDC's activities in 1982-83--lending to borrowers through the participating 
banks, including the State land develorment Banks, State cooperative banks, 
scheduled commercial banks and regional rural banks. But the loans are not 
earmarked for any specific institution. The Government sources say that the 
banks will have to formulate schemes for "eligible" investments, and the ex- 
tent of participation of the banks will depend on the commitments under the 
schemes, sanctioned to them.

INDIGENOUS COMBAT PLANE--BANGALORE, May 26--The country would be in a position 
to design and develop a totally indigenous combat light aircraft in a decade, 
the Director of Aeronautics, Mr.R. Vivek Sinha, said here today. He was con- 
fident the Government would give its approval for such a project. Mr. Sinha, 
who is also the Secretary of the Aeronautical Research Development Board and 
Chief Controller of R and D, was speaking at the inauguration of a four-day 
symposium on "Perspectives on aircraft aerodynamics" sponsored by the Aero- 
nautical Research Development Board here. He said it might be necessary to 
explore the collaboration of other countries to enable India set up an indigen- 
ous aviation base. Air Chief Marshal Dilbagh Singh, Chief of Air Staff, in 
his inaugural address said the ~ountry should aim at a totally indigenous base 
in aviation, particularly military aviation. For this it might even be "pru- 
dent to be more liberal in welcoming transfer technology from outside", he 


said. The country had the basic infrastructure for promoting indigenous de- 
velopment of technology for ensuring self-reliance in military aviation, he 
said.

AVIATION MEDICINE INSTITUTE--BANGALORE, May 27--The Institute of Aviation Med- 
icine here has achieved a breakthrough by developing an efficient miniaturised 
cooling device to mitigate the problem of heat-stress in aircraft cockpit-~one 
of the major aviation stresses to which air crew is exposed. Known as the 
liaquid-cooling system, the device is small enough to be incorporated in a sin- 
gle seater aircraft without any adjustments to the cockpit layout. After 
qround-testing, it is now ready for flight-testing. The physics department 

of the institute, a defence establishment, is also engaged in studies on a free 
free-fall ejection rig which has been locally fabricated. Not only heat, but 
other forms of stress like vibration, noise and acceleration are being tackled 
by the 25-year-old Institute of Aviation Medicine (IAM), which has grown into 
a national training and research institute in the area of aero-medical prob- 
lems, arising out of a fast growing aeronautical industry. The effect of yoga 
on military pilots is one of its major research projects. Anthropomorphic 
dummies have been developed to study the effects of short duration high-mag- 
nitude acceleration on human beings. The IAM is affiliated to Bangalore Uni- 
versity and award MD and post-graduate diploma in aviation medicine. It also 
runs other courses, ranging in duration from four weeks to 66 weeks, for
